VATICAN CITY lr— In a Eon- 
ton m essage to parish priests of 
Rome, Pope Pius XII today warn­ 
ed “ men in high places” who ig­ 
nore God that they “ will build 
even more precariously than at 
present.” 
"There is no other solution for 
humanity,” said the Pope, “ hut 
to build the world anew in the 
spirit of Christ.” 
The ailing pontiff expressed re­ 
grets that he was unable to re­ 
ceive the parish priests and Len­ 
ten preachers of Rome, of which 
he is the bishop, as has been his 
annual pre-Eent custom. 
His address was printed in the 
Vatican newspaper L’Osservatore

m unists, w hose trials had been attended by 
the usual Red outbursts and demonstra­ 
tions, Federal Judge Frank A. Picard of 
Detroit offered them an alternative to pris­ 
on sentences. 
These rats had been duly tried and con­ 
victed of violations of the Smith Act — a 
piece of legislation which was violently at­ 
tacked by the Com m ies and their p i n k o 
apologists when it was passed and for many 
m onths 
afterward — and given various 
term s in prison. 
Judge Picard then informed these advo­ 
cates of the Russian “ m illennium ” that he 
could send them to that country instead of 
to jail. But they chose jail. 
They had been convicted of conspiring 
to teach and advocate the overthrow of 
the United States government. This is the 
ultim ate purpose of Communists, a plan 
sponsored by Moscow in every Communist 
land and carried on energetically in the 
United States ever since Roosevelt recog­ 
nized the bolshevists 20 years ago. 
There could be no crim e against t h e 
United States more heinous. If all the 
Com m unists in this country, and t h e i r 
apologists in high place and low, could be 
shipped to Russia, America would be free 
to concentrate its efforts to combat the 
m en ace Communism presents from with­ 
out the borders of the U. S. 
Russia, of course, doesn't want t h e s e 
dupes. If they showed up on Russian soil 
they would probably be clapped into jail 
for being so stupid as to permit their dirty 
work to be discovered.

Dulles could not ignore that fact because 
it is a fact. 
Dulles was also faced by the Russian 
advance in atomic fission, the hydrogen 
bomb, and aviation. The American people 
do not know the whole truth about that. I 
wish we did. We could then think f r o m 
knowledge and not from fairy tales.

In these times when Circleville 
is preparing 
for

greater prosperity hased on

may be interested in the way the 
area's possibilities are outlined 
to anyone interested at a 
d i s - j 
tance. Under the heading “Labor 
Market Information” , the Ohio 
State employment Service last 
month circulated data on Circle­ 
ville as follows: 
“ A labor supply estimated at 700 
persons is available for employ­ 
ment in Circleville at current wage 
rates. Some of these workers have 
experince in construction, 
f o o d 
processing and aircraft m anufac­ 
ture. 
“ Circleville, a south-central Ohio 
city, is in Pickaway County about 
26 miles south of Columbus. Other 
cities within commuting distance 
are 
Chillicothe. 
Lancaster, 
and 
Washington C. H. At the 1050 cen­ 
sus Circleville had about 8,700 of 
the county's 29.400 residents. 
“ Farming predominates in the 
area. In 1950 around three-tenths 
of Pickaway County’s employed 
residents were working on farms. 
Some one-seventh held 
factory 
jobs. A monthly average of 1.300 
men and women 
were on 
the 
payrolls of county plants during 
1952. Major area industries are 
food processing, electrical ma­ 
chinery and equipment, and pa­ 
per. Various food items, plastic 
goods, electrical equipment, and 
paper and naoer products a r e 
made by Circleville firms. 
“ Approximately 500 men and 200 
women would take local 
jobs 
at 
present wage levels. Over one-fifth 
of these persons are out-com rn tit­ 
ers who would probably p r e f e r 
comparable work nearer home. 
“ A number of the available men 
have experience in construction as 
laborers, carpenters, and b r i c k - 
masons. Others have held jobs as 
truck drivers and laborers in air­ 
craft plants. About one-sixth of the 
men are skilled and a similar pro­ 
portion are service workers. Near­ 
ly three-tenths are semiskilled and 
the balance largely u n s k i l l e d . 
Around two-thirds are younger than 
45 years of age. Needed locally are 
instrument mechanics. 
“ Some of the women in t h e 
labor supply have been 
sales 
clerks. Others have been employ­ 
ed as canners laborers or domes­ 
tic workers. Over one-half of the 
women are clerical, sales, 
and 
service workers. About one-sev­ 
enth are semiskilled and the rest 
mostly unskilled. Almost one half 
of the women are between 18 and 
35 years. Women are in demand 
as stenographers.” 
In a foot-note to its report, the 
service explains: 
“ Labor supply estimates largely 
represent the available unemployed 
within the n o r m a l commuting 
area.”

LOOKING BACK With Rotary's 
Bulletin: 
Since the disastrous Maizo Mills 
fire, many have asked,* “ How old 
was this building” and “ has it al­ 
ways been a mill?” We find the 
answers in the October 3, 1887 is­ 
sue of the ‘Union H erald’ in which 
appeared a letter from an old citi­ 
zen. W H. Yerinogtn, then living in 
California. Here are portions of his 
reminiscences: 
“ Fifty years ago, this night,

! Ville’ at the foot of Main 
Street, 
I with my father’s family,

I were taken to the old National 
House (Paul Johnson b u i l d i n g 
now).

were cut down to level. 
“ Most of the town’s business 
was done within the circle. The

|y whole, and a part of it was 
used by the militia as

Main Street and on the east bank 
of the canal was a large brick 
ware house belonging to Rogers 
and Martin, who also had a store 
on North Main (N. Court) at the 
west corner of the Avenue.”
